Sensation Throughout the 
no Excuse for Existing. 


Announcement of Demise of President of China Creates 


Republic, Although Such an 


Yuan Shi Kai, President of the 

Chinese republic, was an- 
nounced this morning. A bulletin 
issued from the Presidential palace 
named the hour of death at 10 
o'clock. It contained no further in- 
formation than that death had come 
“after a period of illness." 

All Peking believes President 
Yuan was assadsinated, probably 
poisoned. Just when is not known. 
Rumors run the gamut of probabil- 
ity and of improbability. 

It recalled that about ten days 
ago patches were sent out from 
Tokio @mnouncing Yuan's death by 

poisoning. Whether these were 
based on knowledge of an already 
accomplished fact or represented in- 
telligent anticipation of the expected 
is pure speculation.

Peking was shocked by the news 
of his death, but not greatly sur- 
prised.

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.) June 6.— 
Fifty-seven deaths in Arkansas from 
yesterday's storm had been reported 
early tonight. Two persons are miss- 
ing, and there are uncopfirmed re- 
ports of the deaths of several oth- 
ers. The list of injured is more 
than 300, some of whom will die. 
Scarcely a county in Arkansas 
escaped the series of tornadoes 
which traversed the entire State. 
The “greatest loss of life was at 
Heber Springs, a resort town on the 
Missouri and North Arkansas Rail- 
road. Here twenty persons are re- 
ported to have been killed and about 
sixty injured. 

The death list at Judsonia, a

It is impossible to estimate the 

property loss.

Today more than 
5,000,000 men are enrolled for the 
various branches of the service. 

There have been no recent reports 
of Earl Kitchener's movements. He 
was last mentioned in the cable dis- 
patches of Friday when he went to 
Westminster Palace to be questioned 
by members of the House of Com- 
mons, who were not satisfied with 
the conduct of the war. No intima- 
tion was given that he intended to 
leave England. 

SCENE OF DISASTER. 

The Orkney Islands, off which the 
Hampshire went down, are off the 
north of Scotland. The Hamp- 
shire was on her way into the At- 
lantic and around the northern end 
of the Scandinavian Peninsula into 
the White Sea. Earl Kitchener 
probably intended to debark at 
Archangel. 

The Hampshire was one of the 
Devonshire class of six cruisers. She 
was built in 1903 and normally car- 
ried 655 men. She displaced 10,85) 
tonsa, was 450 feet long, 68% feet 
beam and drew 25% feet. She was 
armed with four 7.5-inch, six 6-inch, 
two i-pound and twenty 3-pound 
guns and two torpedo tubes. She 
cost $4,250,000. 

The Hampshire has been in use 
as a scout boat and for carrying of- 
ficiale on various missions.

HIS LIFE’S WORK. 

Of several things that entitle Bar! 
Kitchener to a place in world his- 
tory, the most notable is that he or- 
ganized the largest volunteer army 
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BEST SOLDIER. |: 


the world has ever seen, in the great- 
est war of all times. 

Within a year from the sudden 
outbreak of the European war in 
August, 1914, the ranks of British 
fighting men were quadrupled by an 
nerease from less 
nearly 4,000,000, 

All other great powers that en- 
tered the war had huge standing 
armies and compulsory military 
service. Great Britain alone faced 
the issue with confidence that its 
people would readily respond to the 
call of King and country without 
compulsion, and the precipitous de- 
velopments that led to the war found 
both the people and the government 
unanimous in the verdict that Kitch- 
ener of Khartum was the man to 
lead in the recruiting and organiza- 
tion of the necessary army. 

It was not a sentimental clamor, 
for though Kitchener was a proven 
hero of many cam his per- 
sonality was as impenetrable as 
hardened steel, and he was not @ 
hero that could be loved; even the 
War Office had no pronounced liking 
for him, but on sides there was 
profound respect for the military ef- 
ficiency and for all he had done to 
extend the domaing of British 
Empire. 

By mere luck Kitchener happened 
to be in England on one of the com- 
paratively rare visits that he had 
paid to London during his long ca- 
reer abroad, when the European 
war broke out. He had just come 
home from service as British agent 
in Egypt, had accepted an Earidom 
from King George, and was 
talked of as Vicéroy of India. With- 
in a few hours after England's dec- 
laration of war, Kitchener was ap- 
pointed Secretary of State for War, 
and immediately took full charge at 
the War Office, where he worked 
day and night to overcome the 
handicap which the central powers 
had r England in the matter of 
fighting strength. 

He grimly told the British people 
they had «a war on their 
hands than they realised, and one 
that might last longer than they ex- 
pected, but it was to be faced with 
entire confidence, and he, unsmiling, 
almost like a dehumanized machine, 
set about to make things hum. He 
had scarcely moved into Whitehall 
street when he made numerous 
changes in the personnel of the War 
Office, which was said ta be honey- 
combed with social and political 
favoritism. 


RECRUITING BEGINS, 


After dispatching a few hundred 
thousand regulars to France and 
Belgium to help check the onrush- 
ing Germans, the War Secretary be- 
gan recruiting and organising his 
army of millions. The British Isles 
were covered with signs and posters 
urging young men to join the col- 
ors. Kitchener went through the 
country superintending the drilling 
of the army. From time to time 
were reports indicating his failure 
to get the number of men he wanted, 
but within a year after the war 
opened Asquith officially 
announced in Parliament that about 
8,000,000 men had enlisted in the 
United Kingdom alone, and almost 
another million in the overseas do- 
minions. 

Kitchener, however, was the ob- 
ject of no little criticiam. There 
was much grumbling because of the 
strict censorship he imposed on 
newspapers and his utter disregard 
for war correspondents. Notwith- 
standing this, the British newepa- 
pers gave him active support prior 
to May, 1915. During the winter 
months the War Secretary had an- 
nounced the “big drive” would be- 
gin about the first of May. The bat- 
tle of Neuve Chapelle occurred in 
May, and England believed this was 
the beginning of the big drive. 
Shortly afterward reports reached 
England that the drive had haited 
owing to a shortage of munitions, 
especially high-explosive shells. A 
section of the London press then 
declared that Kitchener had made 
a serious mistake in providing large 
quantities of shrapnel and insuffi- 
clent high explosives. Newspaper 
attacks went so far as to suggest 
his being displaced as War 
tary, but the majority of the papers 
defended him. It was agreed that 
the raising of a big army and sup- 
plying munitions at the same time 
was too great a task for one man. 
The discussion developed the forma- 
tion of a coalition Cabinet and the 
creation of the new portfolio of Min- 
ister of Munitions, of which David 
Lloyd George took charge, while 
Kitchener remained as War M- 
ister. 


BORN IN IRELAND. 
Without his crowning achieve- 


ments as the great organizer of the 


British campaign in the European 
war, Kitchener had already won 


wide and } fame by his many 
campaigns in South Africa 
and in India. 


He was born June 24, 1860, in 
County Kerry, Ireland, a fact that 
gave rise to a general belief that 
he was of Irish blood, but his 
parents were of French and English 
descent. His father was a soldier, 
but of no very high rank. He had 

to climb to the lieutenant- 
of a dragoon regiment, 
retired to the estate in 
where Horatio Herbert 
Kitchener, the to-be-distinguished 
son, was born. Young Kitchener 
received his fundamental military 
education at Woolwich, where he 
displayed only ordinary brilliancy, 
with the exception of his liking for 
mathematics. On graduating he re- 
ceived a commission in the Royal 
Engineers, but when not yet 21 
years of age he attached himeelf to 
a French army in the Franco-Prus- 
man War. He had been in the serv- 
ice only a short time when he con- 
tracted pneumonia during a balloon 
flight, and had such a prolonged 
and serious iliness that he had to 
give up further service for France. 
Kitchener’s experience in European 
warfare—prior to his direction of 
the great war of 1914—therefore 
had been limited only to a few bal- 
loon flights in 

In 1874, when a British expedition 
was sent out to survey Western 
Palestine, Kitchener was one of the 
eager volunteers accepted for this 
service. For months he traveled 
over the hille and valleys of this 
peaceable Bible land with his 
theodolite and surveying tape, and 
with this life in the open he grew 
to be a tall, gaunt subaltern with a 
hard face well burned. His con- 
tribution to the topographical 
knowledge of the Holy Land com- 
pleted, young Kitchener was sent to 
Cyprus, which Great Britain had 
just acquired, to organize a system 
of courts, a work in which he dis- 
played ad e ability and 
tact. 


It was while there, in 1882, that 
he took his first step on the path 
that was to lead him eventually to 
Khartum. Trouble was al 
brewing in the Sudan. Hearing that 
the Egyptian army was being or- 
ganized by Sir Evelyn Wood, young 
Kitchener saw his opportunity with 
unerring instinct and lost no time 
in offering his services. The min- 
tary authorities, recognizing at once 
his insight into the native charac- 
ter, put him in the Intelligence de- 
partment, and from the very outset 
of his Egyptian career negotiations 
of the utmost importance were en-

SELF CONFIDENT. 

As an instance of the self-con- 
fidence with which Kitchener under- 
took his tasks in Egypt is recalled 
how he dealt with the War Office as 
few generals before him ever 
On one occasion he sent home for a 
special kind of gun.

worked up to such remarkable effi- 
ciency was, when he first took 
charge of it, a band of unpaid, un- 
fed and undermined fellaheen. It 
was said to be an army “without 
stomach, heart or backbone,” but 
Kitchener worked over these helpless 
reeds of broken natives and made of 
them some of the fmest of black bat- 
talions. 

The fight at Omdurman, Septem- 
ber 2, 1898, just across the Nile from 
Khartum, was the greatest battle of 
Kitchener’s time in Egypt. Osman 
Digna faced him with 60,000 Mah- 
dists, while he had but 20,000 men. 
When the battle was over, 11,000 of 
the Mahdists had been killed out- 
right, 16,000 wounded, and 4900 
taken prisoners, while the English 
and Egyptian loss altogether was un- 
der 600 men. 

BECOMES HERO. 

With the capture of Khartum, 
capital of the Sudan, which meant 
the re-establishment of British pos- 
session of these upper reaches of the 
Nile, Kitchener became the object 
of hero-worship in England. His 
campaign had been, and is to this day, 
much criticised, however, because of 
its ruthlessness. It was charged 
Kitchener trampled on his foes in 
an almost barbarous manner. On 
his return to England, however, he 


Was generous enough to ask * his 


countrymen to found a college at 
Khartum wherein the sons of the 
Dervish chiefs he had fought und 
overwhelmed might be educated in 
the knowledge of the West, a re- 
quest that met with such response 
among the British people that the 
fund required was over sub- 
scribed, 


For his triumphs in the Sudan he 
was raised to the peerage as Baron 
Kitchener of Khartum, and received 
the thanks of Parliament and a 
grant of $150,000. 


General and then Chief of Staff to 
Lord Roberts in the South African 
war, and on Lord Roberts's return 
to England in November, 1900, suc- 
ceeded him as der-in-Chief 
in that field. By constructing a 
3500-mile chain of block houses he 
stopped the Boer raids and virtually 
ended the war in South Africa. This 
added to his popularity and prestige 
at home, and he was rewarded by 
the title of Viscount, promotion to 
the rank of general for distinguished 
services, the thanks of the Parlia- 
ment and a grant of $250,000. 

Immediately after the peace Gen. 
Kitchener went to India as com- 
mander-in-chief of the British forces 
there, and in this position which he 
held for seven years, he carried out 
not only many far-reaching adminis- 
trative reforms but a complete re- 
organization and strategical redis- 
tribution of the British and native 
forces. On leaving India in 1909 he 
was promoted field marshal and ap- 
pointed commander-in-chief and 
high commissioner in the Mediter- 
ranean, and later on took a tour of 
inspection of the forces of the entire 
Empire, drawing up a scheme of de- 
fense of the overseas dominions 

He then returned to Egypt, the 
scene of his first triumph, in the ca- 
pacity of British agent and Consul- 
General in Cairo—virtually a gover- 
nor-generalship of Egypt—and led 
in the economical development of 
the country, building new roads and 
irrigation on a large scale. 


ALL STEEL. 

During all the years the British 
people had looked on Kitchener's 
silent, but effective work, they had 
never been able to fathom his per- 
sonality. A cockney noncommis- 
sioned officer, who had seen much 
service under him, summed up the 
gengral opinion when he said of

His face was that of a man who 


neither asked for sympathy nor 
wanted it. 

He had steady, blue-gray passion- 
less eyes, and a heavy moustach cov- 
ered a mouth that shut close and 
firm life a wolf trap. He believed 
with all his might in the gospel of 
work. He had ilimitable srelf-con- 
fidence. For bungling and faint- 
heartedness he was incapable of 
feeling sympathy or showing mercy; 
an officer who failed him once got 
no second chance. He had a grim, 
laconic humor. “What is your taste 
in hairpins?” for instance, is said 
to have been the query with which 
he annihilated a dandifed officer. 
He was indifferent to popularity, 
particularly among women, and 
though feted all over the world in 
social circles, he never married. In 
1910 he paid a brief visit to the 
United States 4 a trip around 
the world.

“The fact that the District Attor- 
ney moved for a dismissal of the 
complaints in the justice courts, 
which motion Was granted, does not 
constitute a dereliction in duty.
